The  gridiron  season  of  1939  was  the  Briton's  best  in  twelve 
years.  The  purple  and  gold  powerhouse  rolled  up  a  total  of 
170  points  while  holding  their  opponents  to  23.  A  well- 
balanced  squad  which  had  pointed  to  a  conference  champion- 
ship for  four  years,  saw  Albion  achieve  victories  in  all  six 
conference  fights,  to  win  decisively — without  even  a  tie  to 
mar  its  record.  So  tight  was  the  defense  of  the  Spranklemen, 
that  no  conference  foe  crossed  the  Briton  goal  until  the  last 
game  with  hHope. 

The  thrills  which  brought  campus  enthusiasm  to  its  greatest 
heights  in  a  decade,  and  left  happy  memories  behind,  recall 
Steve  Beban's  touchdown  poss  to  Ed  Lindow  in  the  Alma 
game,  coming  in  the  last  minute  of  play  after  a  recovered 
fumble,-  Jeep  '  Frazier's  47  yard  return  of  a  punt  in  the  hlills- 
dale  game  to  score  the  six  points  which  defeated  the  Doles, 
6-3,  and  brought  Albion  the  conference  title;  and  Morry 
(Nick)  Trimble's  return  of  the  opening  kick-off  in  the  Defiance 
game,  for  a  touchdown. 

Mt.  Union  College,  of  Ohio,  was  the  only  foe  to  defeat 
the  Britons,  winning  13-0  in  the  opening  game,  played  at  Mt. 
Union.  Thereafter,  Albion  was  victorious  over  Alma,  6-0 
at  Alma,-  defeated  Kazoo  here,  7-0,-  trounced  Adrian,  51-0,-

^/hipped  Defiance,  48-0;  won  over  Hillsdale,  6-3,  on  the 
Dales'  own  stamping  grounds,-  crushed  Olivet  at  hHomecoming, 
39-0;  and  finished  the  season  with  a  triumph  of  1  3-7  over  hHope. 

For  two  straight  weeks,  Albion  was  listed  as  one  of  the 
first  five  in  high-scoring  college  teams  in  the  country  by  the 
New  York  Times.  Walt  Ptak,  hHomer  Frazier,  and  Willy  Long 
were  listed  on  the  Little  All-American  team,  composed  of 
top-notch  players  from  the  best  small-college  teams  in  the 
country.  We  can  proudly  say  that  the  Britons  of  1939  were 
among  the  strongest — if  not  the  strongest — of  the  "Fighting 
Briton"   teams   ever  to   represent  Albion   on  a   football   field. 

The  Albion  yearlings  turned  out  one  of  the  scrappiest 
freshman  teams  in  recent  years,  last  fall,  though  no  inter- 
collegiate contests  were  scheduled.  Drill  consisted  mostly 
of  fundamentals  and  scrimmage  \A/ith  the  varsity.  Probably 
the  strenuous  practice  sessions,  which  the  frosh  gave  the 
varsity,  had  much  to  do  with  the  Briton's  fine  showing  in 
winning  the  conference  title.  Ordell  McElhaney,  ex  '39, 
and  winner  of  the  M.  I.  A.  A.'s  first  most  valuable  player 
award  in  football,  was  in  charge  of  the  squad.  Particularly 
strong  at  the  tackle  positions  were  "Pop  "  Striz  and  Bob 
Rodda.  Jack  Reeves,  Brad  Johns,  and  Ed  Toutant  stood  out 
in  the  backfield.

For  the  third  successive  year,  the  Briton  cogers  just  missed 
out  on  the  conference  championship,  finishing  in  a  second 
place  tie  v/ith  Alma.  A  squad,  containing  perhaps  the 
greatest  wealth  of  basketball  material  ever  assembled  at 
Albion,  started  the  season  successfully,  but  faded  in  its  last 
four  games.  Coach  E.  F.  Voltmer  will  have  to  begin  with 
a  comparatively  green  squad  in  '41,  losing  virtually  his 
complete  team — which  just  couldn't  seem  to  win  when  the 
chips   were   dov/n. 

Albion  began  its  season  in  top  form  to  upset  the  highly 
touted  veterans  from  Calvin,  42-35,  in  Kresge  Gymnasium. 
Ypsilanti  then  fell,  33-27.  hHillsdale  opened  the  conference 
schedule  with  the  Purple  and  Gold  and  lost,  32-26,  behind 
the  Briton's  offensive.  The  Toledo  Rockets,  a  team  ranking 
among  the  first  ten  in  collegiate  basketball,  were  given  a 
stiff  battle,  but  managed  to  win  from  Albion  at  Toledo  by  a 
47-41  score.  Then  the  Britonites  began  to  unleash  on  attack 
which  saw  them  win  eight  straight  ball  gomes,  as  they  seemed 
to  be  moving  toward  the  long-awaited  M.  I.  A.  A.  title. 
Olivet  was  trampled,  33-18,-  Michigan  Normal  was  defeated, 
49-36;  Alma  was  edged  out,  28-27  m  an  unusually  close 
contest;  Adrian  lost  after  putting  up  a  game  fight,  35-28; 
hlope  was  vanquished  32-27  by  a  great  Briton  rally  in  the 
last  half;  Kazoo  was  walloped,  49-26,  and  Olivet  was  crushed 
52-27,  Albion  piling  up  its  season's  highest  total  against  the 
Comets. 

Then  the  Voltmerites  suffered  their  initial  conference  loss 
in  a  see-saw  battle  at  Alma,  losing  out,  38-36,  in  a  gome 
which  could  hove  gone  either  way.  Hope  put  a  final  damper 
on  Albion's  1940  title  hopes  by  upsetting  us,  30-24,  on  our 
home  floor,  which  was  the  first  defeat  suffered  by  the  local 
quintet  in  its  own  gym  in  22  starts.  The  Britons  bounced  back 
to  defeat  Adrian,  45-22,  but  unexpectedly  dropped  their 
last  encounter  to  Kazoo,  47-37. 

Albion  finished  the  year  with  a  conference  record  of  9 
wins  and  3  losses,  and  a  seasonal  record  of  11  victories  and 
4  defeats.

Three  veterans  returned  for  the  1939  tennis  season, 
and  with  two  promising  players  coming  up  from  the  freshman 
team,  the  Briton  racquet  wielders  appeared  to  be  in  good 
shape  for  a  successful  season.  Dale  Butler,  Don  Nelson, 
and  hHayden  Smith  represented  the  veteran  strength,  while 
Ralph  Peterson  and  Duffield  Slaymaker  provided  the  new 
talent. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  E.  F.  Voltmer,  the  courtmen 
ended  the  regular  season  in  a  tie  for  third  place,  and  finished 
in  fourth  place  in  the  M.  I.  A.  A.  Field  Day  play-offs. 

A  strong  Kalamazoo  team,  which  had  just  finished  an 
eleven  game  tour  to  the  South,  was  too  strong  for  the  Britons 
in  their  initial  match  and  won,  6-1.  Albion  returned  stronger 
in  its  next  match  and  swept  through  an  Adrian  team  for  a  7-0 
victory.  In  a  close  match  with  Michigan  State  Normal  College 
Albion  was  again  successful,  winning,  4-3.  The  win  streak 
was  continued  against  FHilisdale,  the  Britons  winning  this 
time,  6-1.  Again  the  local  squad  met  a  non-conference 
opponent  in  Calvin  College,  but  won  by  a  decisive  7-0  score. 

In  their  match  with  Alma,  the  Britons  lost  a  heart-breaking 
4-3  meet,  which  dropped  them  behind  hlope  in  the  M,  1.  A.  A. 
standings. 

During  the  season,  the  local  team  had  the  opportunity 
of  playing  on  on  improved  set  of  courts  at  Alumni  Field, 
which  ore  now  the  finest  in  the  conference.

After  three  years  of  superiority  by  Kalamazoo  and  tfiree 

■years  of  oblivion  for  Albion  in  M.  I.  A.  A.  indoor  track,  tlie 

tables   were   turned   this  year  as   the   Britons  scored   61    1-3 

points  to  48  by  the  hHornets  to  take  the  indoor  track  crown. 

The  Britons  started  out  slowly,  losing  to  M.  S.  N.  C, 
723^  to  173^.  The  bright  spot  of  the  meet  however  was 
the  low  hurdles  when  Albion  made  a  slam,  taking  the  |-irst 
three    places. 

Gaining  momentum,  the  Spranklemen  tripped  Bowling 
Green,  593^  to  4A}/2,  when  hHenry  Barnes,  Stuart  Cord,  and 
Dick  Spielan  broke  three  track  records  there.  At  the  meet 
the  Britons  took  eight  firsts  in  the  eleven  events. 

At  the  Michigan  State  college  track  carnival  at  East 
Lansing,  two  relay  teams  representing  Albion  turned  in 
victories.  The  mile  team  defeated  Wayne,  ^A'hile  the  half- 
milers  whipped  Kalamazoo. 

Climax  of  the  season  come  when  Albion  ended  the  long 
reign  of  Kazoo  over  M.  I.  A.  A.  indoor  track.  Albion  took 
six  out  of  a  possible  12  first,  scoring  at  least  three  points  in 
every  event  of  the  meet.  Capt.  Bob  Schneider  led  Briton 
scoring  with  16  points,  getting  first  in  the  40  yd.  high  hurdles 
and  high  jump.  Cooper  set  a  new  M.  I.  A.  A.  record  in 
the  440.  Spielan  tied  the  conference  low  hurdle  record, 
Burns  took  first  in  the  40  yd.  dash,  and  Cord  topped  the  pole- 
VGU  Iters.

The  Spring  season  of  39  saw  Coach  Dale  R.  Sprankle's 
fresh  trocksters  engage  in  four  intercollegiate  meets.  The 
Briton  first  year  men  defeated  Kalamazoo  College  decisively, 
but  lost  to  Western  State  Teacher's  College  Frosh  in  regular 
meets.  In  telegraphic  meets  with  Colby  Frosh  of  Waterville, 
Maine,  and  Oberlin  College,  Albion  tied  and  lost  respect- 
ively. The  climax  of  the  year  came  in  the  M.  I.  A.  A.  Fresh- 
man Meet,  with  Albion  finishing  second  to  o  great  team 
from  Alma. 

Dr.  Voltmer  was  in  charge  of  the  Freshman  tennis  program, 
which  included  some  intercollegiate  meets.  Those  participat- 
ing secured  valuable  training  and  seasoning  for  varsity  com- 
petition in  coming  years.  Bill  FHoughton  and  Forest  hHanna 
looked  like  promising  varsity  material  in  squad  practice 
and  intercollegiate  contests. 

Nine  numerals  were  awarded  to  the  1939-1940  freshman 
basketball  team.  No  intercollegiate  contests  were  permitted 
under  an  M.  I.  A.  A.  ruling,  ^A'hich  accounted  for  the  small 
squad.  Nevertheless,  good  scrimmages  were  provided  for 
the  varsity,  and  the  squad,  despite  its  size  was  a  strong  one. 
Numerals  went  to  Frosh  Duguid,  Jacobs,  Toutant,  Chandler, 
Nester,  Tobias,  Spears,  Meli,  and  h^lll.  The  cagers  were 
coached  by  Ted  Watts,  and  it  is  expected  that  he  will  send 
up  some  good  material  for  next  year's  varsity  insofar  as  Dr. 
Voltmer  lost  nearly  his  complete  team  through  graduation, 
and  the  need  for  new  talent  is  apparent.  Jacobs,  Chandler, 
Nester,  and  Meli  looked  like  potential  candidates  for  the 
'41  quintet.
